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DETAILED ACTION 
Status of Claims 
Claims 15-17 and 19-28 are currently pending in the application. 

Receipt is acknowledged of Applicant's amendment / response filed on September 27, 
2004 and that has been entered. Claims 15, and 20 have been amended. Claims 1-14 and 18 were 
canceled previously. 

Claims 27 and 28 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 C.F.R. 1.142 
(b) as being drawn to a non-elected subject matter. 

Applicants preserve their right to file a divisional on the non-elected subject matter. 

Claim 26 has been rejoined with the elected invention because this claim falls within the 
scope of the elected invention. The objection of claims 15-17 and 19-26 has been obviated with 
Applicant's amendment. The objection is hereby withdrawn and therefore, pending claims 15-17 
and 19-26 have been allowed.

Wong et al (US 6,093,727) teach the imidazole and imidazoline derivatives and the 
pharmaceutical compositions comprising such compounds and uses thereof. The instant 
compound differs from the prior art by having a compound of formula (I), which is further 
substituted directly or indirectly by different variables such as R 1 , R 2 , R 3 , R 4 , and R 5 that may 
have therapeutic utility. The prior art compound neither teaches nor renders obvious the instant 
claimed invention and there is no suggestion or motivation to modify the compounds of other 
prior art to obtain the instant compounds. Therefore, the instant claims 15-17 and 19-26 are 
allowable over the prior art of record.
